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1 . This application has been examined. 

2. Claims 1-41 are pending in this application. 

3. Claims 1-41 are rejected under 35 U.S. C. 112, second paragraph, as indefinite for failing to 
particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

Taken as a whole, the claims are unduly multiplied, obscure and conceal the invention, and 
accordingly, fail to comply with 35 U.S.C. 1 12. The number of claims: (1) is unreasonable in view 
of the nature and scope of applicant's invention and the state of the art, (2) exceeds the number 
necessary to sufficiently claim the subject matter of the claimed invention and (3) inherently makes 
it difficult to ascertain exactly what the claimed invention is. Accordingly, applicant is REQUIRED 
to reduce the number of claims to no more than three (3) independent claims and a total of twenty 
(20) claims, or select no more than this for purposes of examination on the merits. Applicant is 
respectfully reminded that a complete response to this formal multiplicity rejection must either reduce 
the number of claims presented to a number not exceeding the number specified by the Examiner or 
select no more than this number of claims for purposes of examination on the merits, and, in the event 
of a traverse of the multiplicity rejection, specifically point out the supposed errors of the multiplicity 
rejection.
